are they? as if they had been ſtealing away, rather 
than boldly avouching the caufe of truth. 

How much the cauſe of truth, to the hurting: of 
many ſouls, hath ſuffered by wreſting that particular 
book of divine inſpiration, may appear from a com- 
pariſon of the common ſtream of commentators with 
the words of the. Holy Ghoſt; who hath certified us, 
© that no prophecy of the Scripture'i 13 of any Pons 
c interpretation. For the prophecy came not in old 
time,' or at any time, as the margin reads, by the 
© will of man: but holy men of God ſpake as they 
« wete moved by the Holy Ghoſt.“ Now, where has 
the Holy Ghoſt, in the whole public interpretation 
of the Old Leſtament writings by the apoſtles, given 
any one hint for applying any one of the Pfalms, or 
any one part of a Plalm, to David, or any one of 
the penmen, concerning whom we hear ſo much, 
whoſoever they were? Is not a dead ſilence obſerve 
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on this bead throughout the whole New iſ 7 
A fhrewd hint, that, whoever was employed, the 
Holy Ghoſt had no hand in any ſuch applications: 
for he hath ſaid to the churches concerning the ſalva- 
tion which the apoitles preaehed, that the prophets 
© inquired and ſearched diligently, who propheſied 
© of the grace that ſhould come unto yon : 2 
u» bat, or what manner of time the Spirit of Chri 
« which was in them did ſignify, when it teſtified 
before- hand the ſufferings of Chriſt, and the glory 
© that fhould follow. Unto whom + was revealed, 
that not unto themſelves, but unto us they did mi- 
e niſter the things which are now reported unto you, 
4 by them that have preached the gofpel unto youy 
with the Holy Ghoſt ſent down from heaven 
© which things the angels defire to look into.” Agrees 
ably to all this David had faid by the fame Spirit in 
his laſt words, © The Spirit of the Lord ſpake by me, 
and his word was in my tongue.” And the Lord 
faid to the Jews, + Search the. Scriptures, for in them 
6 ye think ye have erernal life; and theſe are they 
which teſtify of me.“ It was the Scripteres of thbe 
Old Teſtament to which they were referred; and 
this teacheth us, that Chriſt is the great and princi- 
pal ſubject of them; and that our moſt painful ſtudy 
and learned reſearches are to no profit as to eternal 
life, and conſequently to nothing at all, if we cannot 
diſcern God tettiſying of his own Son, our Lord Je- 
ſus Chrift, in them. As, in that place, he refers to 
the Scriptures i in general, ſo, when going to accom- 
ih his obedience in his death at Jeruſalem, he tells

If they would allow any weight at all to their po- 
ious and not expoſe themſelves with their tenets 
to ridicule, they ought to ſhew the world the ſealed 


authority of the Lord ſupreme, the only Judge of 


ſuch controverſies, Let chem carry the cauſe to the 
only lawful court which binds the conſcience of the 


Chriſtian, .and hear what the apoſtles of Chriſt ſay, 
whom he commiſſioned his ruling and judging Prin- 


ces over all the Iſrael of God, to bind and looſe on 
tarth all thoſe things which he himſelf hath bound 
and Jooſed*in heaven. We behold them endowed 


for this purpoſe with power from on high, ſhortly | 
- after the aſcenſion of the Lord, 


and not before; 


upon their decifions, therefore, from the beginning 
of their acts to the end of their teſtimony, let us 


reſt all our matters: neither does this make void Mo- 
ſes and the Prophets, any more than the Lord made 
void his own parables by his interpretatjons of them; 

or the prophecies and the law, by fulfilling them. 


The apoſtles, the apoſtles alone, are the voice of 
God to the Chriſtian churches; and not Moſes and 
the Prophets. Let nothing therefore. be imprinted 
on cur hearts, but the hand- -writing of the apoſtles.

his love to them; therefore they cleave to him b 
the faith of adherence, as you ſpear, while they want 
what you call the faith of aſſurance; and ſo cry in 
their mournfnl moods, when they are without the 
ſun, with their Lord on the croſs, My God, my 
God, why haſt thou forſaken me? Dare you ſtand 


by this interpretation ? ſee where it will lead you; 


being, if it be any thing at all in your way, a con-

O wretched man 
that I am! who ſhall deliver me from the body of 


c this deaths? Obſerve, he cries out aiſc with the ſame 


breath in anſwer to his own exclamation, I thank 


God, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord.“ Which 
fame emphatic queſtion and anſwer are not to be un- 


derſtood of ſome particular frames of his, at particu- 


lar and different times; but of the one even and un- 
interrupted echo of the heart of every one of thoſe 


who have the firſt fruits of the Spirit, groaning with 


in themſelves while in this tabernacle, being burden- 


ed, waiting for the adoption, namely, the redemp-

Laſtly, if you inſiſt upon 2 Pet. i. 10. where be- 


lievers are called, upon to give all diligence to make 


their calling and election ſure, that therefore believ- 
ers may. be ignorant of their calling and election, 


and conſequently in darkneſs. as to their intereſt in 


Chriſt; it is aſked of You, to whom is this cating 
and election to be made ſure, according to your 
ſenſe? To God? Abſurd! can worms of the earth 


* have any imftuence upon the purpoſe or knowledge 


of God? To themſelves? No; the addreſs to them 
came too late for that: for they were already deſign- 
ra as R's and called added to che foreknow- 
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tedge of God, &c. 1 Pet. i. 2. as being made par- 
takers of the divine nature through the knowledge of 


their Lord and Saviour, &e. Now, if they are ſup- 
poſed not to know their own character and deſigna- 
tion, the exhortation proceeding upon their know- 
ledge of that character and deſignation muſt go for 
nothing. To whom then are they called to ſhew

were found guilty of undoing by their doctrines 
{which you hated) the doctrine of juſtification, which 


is by che blood of Chrift. 


There is a third ſet of people whom it is not aff 
to deſerihe at full length, as being a mixture of ma- 
ny things, but who ſeem to be ſtrongly characterized 
by their leading features in the writings of the apo- 
ſtles, as deceiving, and being deceived, ſpoiled and 
ſpoiling with philoſophy and vain deceit, after the 


tradition of men, aſter the rudiments or elements of 


the world, and not aſter Chriſt; being given up to 
profane and vain babblings, and oppolitions of ſci- 
ence falſely ſo called. One of theſe gentlemen will 
think nothing of reading you a text, for example, out 
of the iid, xvith, or Ixxiid Pſalm; and then, without 
any ceremony, apply it to ſome earthly conſtitution, 
or eſtabliſnment of human wiſdom's deviſing, which 
may have ſtruck his fancy as a proper ſubject for him 
to difplay his talents upon, as much (F the Holy 


Gboſt, AQts ii. and xiii. chap. may be allowed tdb 
know his own meaning) in the ſpirit of the Pſalm, as 


if you had been entertained by the performer with a 
ſtory or two but of the Fairy Tales, or with a parcel 
of Lady Mary Wortley Montague's Letters from Con- 
ſtantinople, inſtructing you concerning the feraglios, 
cuſtoms, and dreſſes, that obtain among the "Turks. 
This way of doing puts one in mind of that pre- 
cious creature who courted his miſtreſs in the words 
-of the Song of Solomon, and called her the Fair Cir- 
'caihan ; or that other, a miniſter tod, who, in a let- 
_ I lately ſaw, congratulated his friend on his hay- 
married a wife with a portion, in the very lan- 
ken of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, The lines bave 
* fallen to me in pleaſant . How terrible is 
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this! Were even thoſe rare divines of the laſt age 
farther gone in guilt and abſurdity, who, in all the 
long-robed gravity of their wiſdom, ſolemnly bur- 
5 ot) the Pſalms, and that in the name of the Lord; 
after prayers read, and a bleſſing implored that they 
might be enabled ſuitably to apply and improve? And 
' ſo with a vengeance they did apply and improve—how 
ſuitably, let the world judge! The King—the Lord's 
 Anointed—his righteouſneſs—his righteous cauſe 
his glory filling the whole land—his flouriſhing 
crown—righteous ſceptre—peace of his government, 
©&c. To whom were all. thoſe elogiums from the 
- Pſalms applied? To the Lord, of whom they were 
meant? No. To David? Nor to him neither: To 
whom then? To whom but to the good King Charles 
of bleſſed memory! Let Eikon Bafilike and Dr. Juxon 
Apeak the reſt, and tell the world one manner in 
which the Pſalms have been abuſed to the vileſt of 
purpoſes—and let all. others who. chuſe contend in 
this point for the palm of impiety and downright jar- 
gon with Bonaventure the Monk, who applied in an 
abominable piece of his (rendered afterwards infallible 
by his Holineſs at Rome, ſo they call their pope) eve- 
ry * of the Pſalms, ſpeaking of the Lord Jeſus, to 
his virgin mother. But thoſe who have ears to hear, 
let them hear, and beware of wreſting the holy word, 
leſt they wreſt it to their own deſtruction; after the 
manner of a certain celebrated plunderer of bills and 
glens, who was wont to evade the edge of the eighth 
ES ment, by alledging, that Moſes was no 
friend to honeſt gentlemen of his profeſſion, when he 
aid, Thou ſhalt not teal z* but that David, a far 
better fellow, had repealed chat law of Moſes, when 
he ſaid, Pſalm J. 10. „ The a an -4 thouſand 
hills are mine.” | 
You ſee now, it was not of yeſterday that the 
Pſalms began to be perverted; nor in one manner 
. But to conjure, if it be ad at leaſt to _ 
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ſay 1 it, all thoſe dreams and deluſions, puns and for- 
geries, upon the book of Pſalms, let it be ſeriouſly 
weighed, if it be lawful for us to give an interpreta- 


tion of any part thereof different from, that is, con- 
trary to, what the Holy Ghoſt hath given. Would 


not you plainly ſay, that the man openly blaſphemed, 


who ſhould give another interpretation of the parables 
of the ſower and ſeeds, of the wheat and tares, than 


the Lord hath given? And why, pray,-ſhould not we 
look with equal deteſtation and contempt upon the 
man who ſhould deal fo by the Pſalms, or any other 
part of the Holy Scriptures? Here, perhaps, you will 


ſay, that ſome of the Pſalms may be ſafely explained 


in the manner you ſpeak of, there is no queſtion ; 
but would you have us to explain the whole of them 
after the ſame faſhion? Yes indeed; the whole hun- 
dred and fifty ; if ſo be the Spirit by whom they were 
infpired hath given us a key ſo to do.— Make that ap- 


. pear, and the controverſy is at an end. Amen. Here

if you read the places in queſtion) the whole of every 


ſuch Pſalm is ſpoken in one perſon, who is himſelf ; 


frequently the continued ſubject of the Pſalm from 
tne beginning to the end thereof; and every thing 
befides in the Pſalm is but a predicate, as they ſay, 


or declaration of the ſame ſubject, or (which does | 


not er the caſe) an impeec or a prayer, or a 


©. bleſſing, 
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bleſſing, or a deſcription, or. a narrative, uttered by 
the ſame perſon. 


There are indeed a few Pfalms which ſoent to ts in 


the way of dialogue, or chorusz ſuch as Pſalm ii. xxiv. 
xlv. xci. Cii, Cxxi. cxxxii. and perhaps ſeveral others; 
yet thoſe are all evidently fo full of Meſhah the Lord, 

that, though there be a change of perſons ſpeaking 
in them, they make no infringement upon the gene- 
ral rule here advanced; founded, not on a metaphy- 
ſical ſubtlety, but on plain common ſenſe, level with 
every one's apprehenſion who in ſuch matters knows 
but the right hand from the left, For illuſtra- 
tion, take the following examples: Pfal. x). 6—9. is 


brought in, Heb. x. 5. as ſpoken by Chriſt: ſhew a 


change of perſon in the ſpeaker, and indeed the al- 


jedged e er of the reſt of the Pſalm falls to 


the ground; allow the ſpeaker the ſame, and it ſtands 
good, in ſpite of all the power of contradiction and 
wit.—Pſalm xviii. 49. is applied, Rom. xv. 9. as 
ipoken by Chriſt concerning his bringing the Gen- 
tiles into the ſellowſhip of the goſpel: therefore, as 
the ſpeaker is one, the whole Pſalm is deſcriptive of 
the warfare and victory of Meſſiab, the Prince, bring- 
ing judgment to victory.— Pſalm xxxv. 19. is quoted 
by the Lord, John xv. 25. as ſpoken of bimſelf: his 
words are remarkable, (leſt we ſhould retain ſome 
ridiculous notion of a type and antitype); - But this 
«* cometh to paſs, that it might be fulfilled which is 
« written in their law, They bated Me without a 
© cauſe.—Pfalm Ixix. 9. is alſo introduced in a very 
obſervable manner, Rom. xv. 3. Even Chriit pleat- 
© ed not himſelf ; but as it is written, the reproaches 
of them that reproached thee are fallen upon Me.” 

Not a word of David! This Pſalm is more frequent- 
ly quoted of Chriſt in expreſs words, than any other 
in the book.—Pfalm Ixviii. 18. is explained, Eph. iv. 
8. of Chriſt's aſcenſion, receiving and giving of the 
Holy 3 xlix. 4. and Ixxviii. 2. are ſaid 
do

to be. fulfilled, Matth. xiii. 35. when the Lord began 
to open his mouth in parables : this interpretation 
lets us into the meaning of the hiſtorical Pſalms, 
which are ſo many Old Teſtament parables, wherein 
the Lord himfelf is the hiftorian.—Pfalm Ivii. 7. and 
cviii. 3. quoted of Chriſt, Rom. xv. 9. where harp 
and pſaltery are called upon to awake and praiſe, will 
let us into the meaning of all thoſe Pſalms where all 
ſuch inftruments of muſic, -organs, and thoſe of ten 
ſtrings, are introduced, with cymbals and dances, in- 
to the worſhip of God; being defigned, in the tem- 
ple-ſervice, for figures to expreſs that ſpiritual wor- 
ihip, joy, and exultation, which are uttered in har- 
monious concert by the mouths of all the redeemed 
aſſembly and church of the firſt-born, in the power 
and communion of the one Spirit; which ſame dan- 
ces, organs, and inſtruments of muſic of all kinds, 
were never more to be employed in ſuch fervice, af- 
ter that diſpenſation, and earthly economy, whereof 
they were a part, along with the temple and facrifi- 
ces, were ſet aſide and aboliſhed for ever, when the 
true temple and ſacrifice, even the Lord Chriſt, was 
come: otherways, if tuch things had been to conti- 
nue in uſe among the churches of Chriſt, we ſhould 
certainly have had ſome precept or example left us by 
him, or his apoſtles, without which, the uſing of 
them in churches muſt be as ridicujous abſurdity, ſu- 
perſtition, and will-worſhip, as if you were to blow 
trumpets at the new moon—to circumciſe yourſelf 
and your ſons after the example of Abraham—to pre- 
ſent yourſc]t with all your family three times a year 
before the Lord at Jeruſalem—or, ' after the manner 
of Joſtah, and upon the ſame authority, to make a 
covenant with the Lord and all the people, according 
to all the words and manner found written in the 
book of the law of the Lord by the hand of his. ſer- 
vant Moſes! and indeed, in this laſt particular piece 
of Jewith ſervice, you will find thouſands, and ten

pleaſure, for the illuſtration of the firſt rule: which 
brings us to what is equally plain and concluſive, 


A 2d rule of interpretation, namely, 'That where- 
ever you meet with a Pſalm that is not directly ap- 


plied itſelf to Chriſt, yet, if there be any part of it 


evidently parallel to any part of another Pſalm which 
is ſo applied, you muſt apply them both alike, be- 
cauſe of the ſameneſs of the perſon and ſubject, as 
argued above; according to that mathematical axiom, 
If two things are equal to one third thing, they are 


equal to one another. Thus, for illuſtration of this 


remark, if you allow Pſalm xl. to be ſpoken in the 
perſon of Chriſt, you cannot deny but the Ixxth 
(which 1s only a repetition with little variation of the 
five laſt verſes of the xlth) muſt of neceſſity be ex- 
plained in the ſame way; nor of David, bur of his 
Lord. In this view, Pſalm cviii. where Chriſt's ſpi- 
ritual dominion over his church, gathered out of al 
nations, tongues, kindreds, and languages, is de- 
ſcribed. in ſuch terms as ſeemed good to the Holy 
Ghoſt,” will fix the meaning of Pſalm Is. where alſo 
Moab, Edom, and Philiſtia, are introduced with 
Jadan. and Ifrael, as ſubjected, owning, and tri- 
umphing in their ſubjection to their own eternal 
King. Zo alſo, Pſalms 1. xx. xxi. xxiv. Ixi. Ixxii. 
Ixxxix. Cxlix. aſcertain the meaning of many 
others, as of one another; where the King and his 
acts are praiſed, according to the quotation from 
Pſalm ii. by the apoſtles, Acts iv. 25. Pſalm xxiv. 
where the aſcenſion of the eternal King, having re- 
ceived the exaltation and dominion over all, for his 
odedience to the death, is celebrated under the cha- 


racter of a perfect man, according to the law, aſ- 


cending into the hill of God, from whence he. ſhould 
never be moved; this Pſalm, I ſay, will vouch for 
Pſalm xv. where the ſame character and reward are 
deicrived, To call any mere mortal the eternal King, 
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would be an iniquity to be puniſhed by the judge. 


And what better is it to tear from him his character 


for which he received the glory, and give it to ano- 
ther? Will he give his glory to another? his praiſe to 
_ graven images? Confider this, ye who have aſcribed | 


the perfection of righteouſneſs, deſcribed in thoſe 


Palms, to finful worms. Pſalm xxii. and cxvi. where 


tae Lord ſays, I will pay my vows in the preſence 
© of the people, in the midſt of the- congregation,” &c. 
do evidently ſhew who is the ſpeaker in all thoſe 
Pſalms, where ſuch expreſſions are ufed. What light 
will this obſervation fpread upon many Pfalms, and 
upon many hearts? on Pſalm Ixv. 1. for one exam-

ſtians too? would not the congregation have been 
more edified if the miniſter had followed Phitip's 8 
example, and begun at the ſame place and preached 
to them Jeſus? putting them in remembrance, oy rs 
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he had paid his vows, made the covenant good, 


and the peacq with God in his own blood, that they 


might rejoice in him, and not in themſelves; in his- 
vows, and not in their own? Say not, the doctrine 
of thankſgiving is hereby denied: no; it is eſtabliſn- 


ed in the croſs of Chriſt, and in the power of his- 


Spirit. — For an appendix to this ſecond rule, it may 
be added, U oO RES Cos, rs 4 
3dly, That whatever Pſalm has a part of it parallel 
to any paſſage in the Law or the Prophets, evidently 
pointing to the Meſſiah, or the ſpiritual things of his 
kingdom, muſt be allowed the tame kind of ſenſe. 


Thus, Pſalm Ixv. 9. to the end, and ſuch others, 


will be eaſily and ſafely underſtood by ſuch paſſages 
as compare the kingdom of heaven to ſeed fown, and 
producing a plentiful harveſt, being bleſſed and wa- 


tered from heaven, till at length the year is crowned 


with the goodneſs of the Lord. The whole prophe- 
cies of Iſaiah are full of ſpiritual things repreſented 
by earthly reſemblances of the ſame kind, where the 
context determines the ſenſe, and ſhews what we 
are to underſtand by fruitful fields, rivers of water, 
ſtreams in the deſert, ſhowers of rain, clean grain, 


pure provender, foreſts clapping their hands, hills 


linging, cattle rejoicing, &c. See Iſaiah vii. xxxi. 


xxx v. tv. and John vii. 38. Acts ii. 18. One might

athly, For the confirmation af this doctrine, from 


the manifett impiety and abſurdity (as would appear 


from the face of the whole Word of God) of apply- = 
ing numberleſs paſſages in the Plalms to David, or 


any man whom God ever created, except to the man 
Chriſt Jeſus alone, though there had been no direct 
nor indirect application of them to him beſides the 


general tenor of the Scriptures, which is the only 


aualogy of faith or form of found words which the 
church of Chriſt can allow. 


What mere creature 


that ever dwelt in fleſh and blood could lift up its 
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mouth, and fay to Jehovah, glorying in itlelf and its

own deſerts, © Judge me, and try me—Examine 
c heart and reins, O God Preſerve me, becauſe 1 
am holy—-Thou wilt prolong my life from genera- 
c tion to generation Let them ſhout for joy who: 
© love my righteouſneſs— The world is diſſolved; 

but I hold up the pillars thereof? How do theſe 
things agree to any but the holy One of God, of- 
whoſe years there ſhall be no end? Who upholdeth 


all things by the word of his power; who obtained 


through his own righteouſneſs power over all fleſh, 
that he might give eternal lite to as many as the Fa- 
ther hath given him. If with this key we open the 


3. and cxix. Pſalms, we will be admitted into the 


ſecrets of a perfect heart; and behold our Lord made 
under the law, exerciſed, panting and wreſthng un- 
der the curſe, till at length, through his own obe- 
dience, he attain to rhe everlaſting joy, his own due 
reward, which he gives to his people who rejoice: 
and delight with him in all the perfection of the law 
b as fulfilled in his blood. 

To purſue this important point through al the va- 
riety of examples which might be adduced, till they 


amounted to a full and particular proof with regard 


to every ſingle Pſalm, would make a conſiderable 
volume of itſelf: and good ſervice it would be for 


any one who had time and ability equal to the taſæk; 


that there might remain no ſhadow of heſitation, 


where the ſcriptures, were ſpiritual things compared 


with ſpiritual, would appear to ſpeak fo plain. 1 

Thoſe directing paſſages in the Pſalms may be 
conſidered as ſo many erected poles in the corners of 
a highway, aſcertaining, not only that thoſe remark- 
able places where they ſtand are in the courſe there- 
of, but alſo all the intermediate ſpaces from one to 
another — So that, it is apprehended, the whole num- 
ber of the Pſalms are compriſed in this ſcheme of 
interpretation. For we have no other direction left 
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us whereby we may interpret them; ſeeing it is ma- 


niſeſt, there is not a Pſalm, or portion of a Pſalm, 
applied in the whole New Teſtament as expreſlive of 
David's ſtate, but all of Chriſt's, who is the way, 
the truth, and the life; ſo that, if we expound any 
thing in the Pſalms as relatin g to David, we do it with- 
out his leave who hath the keys of the houſe of David. 
It would not, perhaps, be much beyond the fact, if it 
were affirmed, that there are more references to the 
Pſalms as ſpeaking of Chriſt, than to the whole writ» 
ings of Moſes and the prophets taken together. 

How careful are the apoitles to caution their hear- 
ers to beware of thinking of David at all as the perſon 
ſpoken of in the Pſalms! See Acts ii. and Acts xiit. 
'Fhe manner of their quotations 1s alſo remarkable, 
having foreſeen, through the Spirit, no doubt, the 
abuſe that was to happen of that book. Thus they 
ſay, David being a prophet ſaith—David in Spirit 
ſaith—God faith in David—Chriſt ſaith in David 
The Holy Ghoſt faith by the mouth of Da- 
vid; but more frequently, when any quotation is 
brought from the Pſalms, David 3 is not mentioned 
at all, but only Chriſt ſpeaking in David; thus, 
6 Chriſt ſaith when he cometh into the world 15 
« written, I will confeſs to thee among the nations 


©] believed, therefore have I ſpoken.” 


It was owing to the miſtakes the Jews entertained 
about the Pſalms, and other lively oracles which were 
delivered to them, that they rejected and crucified 
the Lord, even becauſe he interpreted them in ano- 
ther manner than they: and yet the guilt and dan- 
ger of miſinterpreting them now -muſt be greater 
than theirs, according to our greater proportion of 
light: for as the light, ſo is the condemnation to 
them that walk in darkneſs. 

Now it may be proper to conſider a few of the 
moſt common objections which are brought againſt

Oi. 2. Many of the Pſalms have a title ſhewing 


the occaſion of their being compoſed, which title 


being a part of the inſpired text, plainly determines 
them to the very occaſion there mentioned, from

revelation, where alone we are commanded to look 
for the interpretation of all the foregoing inſpira- 


tions? But waving this, and alſo that controverſy, 


whether the title be indeed à part of the text, and 


not rather, like the dates of ſome of the Epiſtles, 
only a note perhaps of ſome ancient commentator; 
it is alledged, that the title, however true and ex- 
preſs, can never more or leſs determine the ſenſe 
of the Pſalm to the occurrences therein mentioned, 
more than the date of a letter can determine the 
ſenſe of the contents. That the ſeeming, or even 
real occaſton of an ancient prophetic writing is no 
mark at all to direct the interpretation to that occur- 
rence, but rather quite the reverſe, will appear from 
Iſaiah vii.

fore, if we have eyes te ſee, ears to hear, and hearts 
to underſtand, let let wg. ſee. hear, and underſtand the 
Spirit of God ſbewing the conſolations, tenderneſs 
and meaning of his own heart, by the apoſtles, that 
we may drink in the ſineere milk of the word, and 
grow thereby; inſtead. of fucking at the dead breaſts

numbering of the people, the breaking of the princes 
covenant with the Gibeonites by Saul. As for this 
Private and perſonal ſin of David, the bloody ſword 
was entatled as a temporal puniſhment upon bis own 
houſe only, and not upon the kingdom in general, 
which' had nothing to feat from the fin, nor to hope 
from the repentance of it, ſo as to be thrown down 
anck rejected, or built up and accepted with their of- 
ferings, either ſor the one or the other. Now, judge 
for yourſelf, whether this Pſalm. be a private prayer 
of David, which we deny, or the public interceſſion 
of the Meſſiah himſelf for his whole church, mini- 
ſtered by the Holy Ghoſt in Old Teſtament ſtyle, 
and only written by David; and wherein David had 
only his own portion equally with Mary Magdalene 
and Noah the preacher of righteoufneſs; the Pſalm 
being a prayer of the ſame nature, ſpirit, and ex- 
rent, with that other interceflory prayer of the Lord, 
John xvii. not for the conſolation of one only, but 
for the whole election of God, for whom the Lord, 
having made the atonement by his bloed, makes the 
prayer by his fpirit; which we affirm. Who is in the 
right, that day will ſhew, when the fire will conſume 
all but the true ſoundation, and that which iS > built 
thereupon by the Holy Ghoſt, 
As to the curſes, imprecations, and Jenn aiiont 
ef wrath, wherewith the Pſalms abound, they can 
only be uttered by him who has alſo power and an- 
thority to bleſs: ſo that the bleſſings and the curfings 
jn the Pfalms are by no means the feeble wiſhings 
and wouldings of a _—_ cruſhed agg xhe hiv 
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pulchre alſo with himſelf turned to duſt 3 in its place 
to this day; but they are the utterances of him who 
hath all judgment committed into his hand; of the 
exceeding great and eternal weight of glory to them

according to his purpoſe; and of the exceeding great 
and eternal weight of wrath to them who hate him 
and his righteouſneſs, being abominable, and diſo- 
bedient, and to every good work reprobate. . Lo 
ſtrengthen this remark, it is obſervable, that thoſe 
bleſſings and curſes are always laid in the balance, 
one over againſt the other, as the ſanctions of Jeho- 
vah round the blood and righteouſneſs of the Lamb, 
in whom his ſoul acquieſceth : and they are all to be 
found where the ſufferings and glory of, Chriſt are 
r | unqueitionably meant, as in Pfalms xl.

| ing his own peculiar ſeal and character, proving that

Therefore, if thou wouldſt not be found 
fighting even againſt God here alſo, you muſt allow

But this is the condemnation, that the light is

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into thy ſpirit ; and eternity ſhall hew, that it was 
not a fellow worm you had to do with, talking. or 
praying about the deſtiny of his enemies, or thoſe of 
the church; but Chriſt himſelf, the Lord in perſon, 
God over all bleſſed for ever, appearing with his own 
blood, which you trample under foot, and wherewith 
1 HE fanCtified bimſelf, and with his own Spirit, to 
which you do deſpite, againſt you, and as many as 
ſhall continue to the death, calling God a liar, by 
difcrediting bis teſtimony which he hath given con- 
cerning his Son — The very appearance of a curſe, 
therefore, in any Pſalm, were there no other evi- 
dence of the Pſalm's being ſpoken by the Lord, is an 
infallible mark of interpretation to go by; that we 
may learn not to blaſpheme, but aſcribe to him his 
own prerogative, who hath power to caſt both ſoul 
and body into hell- fire. 

What a piteous thing is it to ſee Dr. Watt and 
others making' palliations and apologies for the harſh 
Jewiſh ſpirit, as they call it, and unkindly genius or 
nature of that diſpenſation appearing in the curſes 
and 1mprecations uttered in the Ptaims! And then 
you are roundly adviſed by them, after their own 
method, to leap over ſuch pailages in your devotions, 
as if you had ſtumbled on a deadly inake ; for this 
reaſon, add they, becauſe they are unſuitalle to be 
uſed by us now-a days, under our milder diſpenſa- 


tion, which breathes nothing but love and gentleneſs 


rue! to all who rejoice in the croſs ot Chriſt. 
But does the goſpei curfe the fearful and unbeiieving 
Jeſs bitterly than the law? or, had we ever heard a 
word of the law, but for the fake of the goſpel? or 
of the goſpel but for the fake of the law? Are theſe 
two contrary the one to tne other? or is there any 
curſe in Motes, the Pfalms, the prophets, but in as 
far as there is goſpel in them -unbelicved ? Was there 
ever any condemnation, but becauſe light was come, 
and the darkneſs comprehended it not? Where is 
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he ground, then, for any perſon acknowledging the 


New Teſtament, in finging the Pfalms in churches, 
amilies, or by themſelves, to paſs by any paſſage, 


becauſe of the curſe therein? ſeeing the curſes and 
bleſſings are both by the ſame Spirit, and equally 
eſſential eternal parts of the ſame | 


plan, wherein 1s 


maniteited the character of God and glory of his 
love, guarded and defended by the ſanction of all his 
infinite power and wrath,. whoſe name, even our 


God in Chriſt, (for no where elſe was he ever ſeen, 


either in creation, preſervation, or redemption, but 
in Chriſt), is © a conſuming fire. — He that would 
ſhew his zeal for the love and bleſſings of God, by 
being againſt the wrath and the curſes, is like a man 


who ſhould pull up the hedges for the beauty and 


defence of the garden. It is the univerſal voice of 
the New Teſtament, ſpeaking as expreisiy as ever 
the old did, That + he who believeth thatl be faved'— 

that * he hath life, and ſhall not come into condem- 


damned, —nay, is condemned already; and 
(while this is his character, that he belie veth not) 
he ſhall not fee life; but the wrath of God abid- 
« eth upon him: and, © if any man love not the Lord 
jeſus Chriſt, let bien be Anathema Maranatha.” 
So faith the Lord, the Spirit, to the churches: who 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

thy, and laſtly, If it be objected, that the other 
prophets introduce tneir-prophecies by Thus ſaith 


© the Lord; but David in the Filalms nevenuſeth 


that form : therefore, he ſpeaks not of the Lord, but 
of bimſelf. 

Anſ. The apoſtles have obviated this objection, by 
zſſuring us, that the Lord ſpeaks, and not David, 
where no ſuch form is ufed, as in Pſalm AM. 16. 
Bat it there were -any thing in your objection, 1t 


would deſtroy not only the inſpiration of the Pſalms, 
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Form is uſed; in the manner of Moſes and the Pro- 


ns h 


pPhets, by the Lord or his apoſtles; God being in 


them all in all, iſſuing out his own mandates as 2 
King, immediately of himſelf. And this is a proof 
in comparing the Lord with his prophets, who were 
ſaithful in all things as ſervants, that in himſelf, as 
in the Son over his own houſe, dwelt the ulm of 
the Godhead bodily: and that the apoſttes were not, 
like the, prophets, moved only at times by the Spirit 
of Chriſt, but always, and without intermiſſion; fo 
that they needed not ſay, Thus faith the Lord; ! 
the Lord himfelf being always perſonally, or, as it 
were perſonally, preſeat by his Spirit, without inter- 
miſſion, giving his own teſtimony with his own 
mouth through them : and ſo, after the ſame man« 
ner, in the Plalms ; even as a perſon of authority, 
perſonally aQling and preſent, ſpeaking immediately 
with his own mouth, or writing with his own hand, 
ſhews himſelf by his eech or . and me 
manner thereof. 

After all, 6thly, if it be aſked, Why are we fo 
zealous for the right- interpretation of the Pſalms? 
and where 1s the great harm of miitaking the mean- 
ing of any part of the Old Teftament, . the 
New is ſo full and clear about Chriſt? 

Anf. This zeal is ſhown for the ſake of the truth, 
even that full and clear truth in the New Teſtament 
about Chriſt. And the harm of miſtaking the mean- 
ing of the Pialms, as has been already made appear, 
hes in a great meaſure in this, that of however little 
importance thoſe miſtakes are ſuppoſed to be in tbem- 
ſelves, yet they have been employed to hide the light, 
and eat out the ſpirit of the New Teſtament: ſo that, 
taken along with thoſe errors, it turns out to be not 
only a dead, but a killing and deſtroying letter, in- 
ſtead of a miniſtration of life; every member there- 
of being, as it were, disjointed and broken; as, if 
you let an error ſcape you in the. firſt figures of a 
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lculztion, it will cauſe the whole ſum to turn 


£ carried on afterwards; or, 25 the phyſicians ſays 
i error in the firſt concoction cannot be rectified in 
y after proceſs of digeſtion. But when the Pſalms 
e conſidered as ſpoken of Chriit, or as Chriſt ſpeak- 
g in them, we behold the love of God, ſurround> 

and guarded. with all the terrors of his wrath, 
lazing forth in the face of Jeſus; in whom we ſce 
50d all light, and no darkneis at all, even perfectly 
ell pleaſed through the blood of the atonement ; ſo 
at we may come boldly forward, and worſhip with 
Harged hcarts. 


Had our critics and commentators laboured with 


qual diligence, to find cut and ſhew the relation 
e Pialms have to the New Teſtament, as they have 
one to edify us with the penmen, and particular 
caſions and times when they were written, and the 
nſe which either ancient or modern Jews, and thoſe 
alled primitive fathers, have put upon them, the
